Thalidomide victim tackles driving 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) - His 


right foot resting comfortably on a 
special knob on the driver's wheel, a 
calm John Williams passed his Rhode 
Island road test Tuesday with a score 
of 89. 


John was born 17 years ago without 


arms, a victim of the drug thalldo- 
mide. His slender feet — barefoot for 
the lest despite sub-freezing tempera- 
tures — can do anything most hands 
can do. 


"You gotta watch your speed on Ihe 


straightaway. You're a little too has- 
ty," warned driving Inspector Salva- 


tore Mcllone after he handed John his 
scorecard. "You know where you took 
your written test? You can pick up 
your license In there." 


A PORTSMOUTH native, John is a 


student at the Crotched Mountain Re- 
habilitation Center In Greenfield, N.H. 


"At first parallel parking was pret- 


ty hard," he said. "At first we had a 
different kind of thing on the steering 
wheel and my foot would slip off." 


He tried wearing socks with toes for 


cold-weather driving but they proved 
too slippery. So the only thing John 


wears on his feet is a macrame brace- 
let he made himself. 


"I was born without arms," he said. 


"So I just had to adjust. That was all 
there was to It." 


"WHEN I FIRST started driving, I 


drove by a policeman and he did a 
couple of double takes," John said. 


Paul St. Pierre, John's instructor 


from Crotched Mountain, stamped his 
feet on the cold sidewalk and waited 
as the specially-fitted red Plymouth 
rounded the last corner. When John 
get his own car, he'll have to spend 


about $80 to put in 'a left turn signal 
operated by the left knee and a foot- 
powered horn. 


"I've got a right hand turn signal in 


my car so all Johnny has to do is tell 
him (the inspector) when to signal 
left or right," St. Pierre said. 


John made his own skateboard, won 


a soccer trophy at school, shoots a bow 
with both feet and climbs mountains. 
But he may be giving some of that up 
soon.

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they arc In- 
vestigating reports that at least .10 
persons who received swine flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks. 


The notional Center for Disease 


Control said it picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as the Guillain- 
linrre' syndrome, through its own ex- 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunization program 
and reactions to the influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join in the 
center investigation. 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be on Increased number of 
cases of Guillain-Barrc' syndrome oc- 
curring In the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has inltitcd a 


full investigation lo assure Itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the Illness," a spokesman 
said. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday, 54 cases of Guilloin-Barrc's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," in 10 states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these Individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to 30 
days before onset of Illness, 21 had not 
been vaccinatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three cases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported in South Dakota by Ken 
Scngcr, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the Influenza vaccine. 
Scnger said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Guillian- 


Barre' syndrome is not a reportable 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear to 
be significantly different from those 
expected," adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face. 


Saudi Arabia, to oppose 
OPEC oil price increase 


DOHA, Qatar (UPI) — Saudi Ara- 


bian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamanl said Tuesday his country op- 
poses any immediate increase, in pet- 
roleum prices because world econom- 
ic recovery has not been "as strong 
as uc had hoped." 


Y a m a n i' s surprising statement 


threw an immediate note of drama 
into the meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
where other delegates arc seeking an 
increase of 10 to 25 per cent. 


The meeting opens Wednesday amid 


security so strong that it has turned 
the Gulf Hotel, site of the conference, 
Into a virtual armed camp in an effort 
to prevent a repetition of the guerrilla 
attack on OPEC's headquarters In 
Vienna a year ago. 


SAUDI ARABIA, the world's third 


largest oil producer and tho most 


powerful voice at the conference, had 
been expected to insist on a moderate 
10 per cent increase at most. 


But Yamani said, "I never insisted 


on a 10 per cent maximum and never 
said I had expected 10 per cent. Our 
position was for a reasonable Increase 
If the others insisted, taking Into con- 
sideration there was a strong econom- 
ic recovery at that time. 


"However, in the last month the re-' 


covery was not as strong as we had 
hoped. Therefore we have changed 
our position, to freeze the price for 
the next six months." 


Yamani was asked if this was his 


final word. He replied: "It Is our posi- 
tion today and we will do our best to 
convince the other members with our 
views — but we never In the past took 
a position we will not change, even If 
we think It Is a very strong position." 


OPEC DECISIONS must be unani- 


mous. Yamani's statement appeared 
to foretell a hard-fought debate at the 
conference, where price increase de- 
mands range up to 25 per cent. But 
the prevailing impression appeared to 
be for an Increase of 10 per cent or 
less, if Saudi Arabia agrees to go 
along with other countries. 


Yamani's view conflicted with a 


statement by Qatar's oil minister 
Sheikh Abdel Aziz Khalifa Al Than! 
earlier Tuesday, who said the West 
has ignored "crystal clear" warnings 
to cut its Inflation rates and that an 
Increase In petroleum prices Is essen- 
tial. 


Even a 10 per cent increase in the 


price of oil — the current rate is 
$11.51 a barrel — would add $12 billion 
to the world's annual fuel bills.

Ford discusses pay increas e 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford consulted congressional leaders 
Tuesday about a big pay raise for top- 
level federal employes. GOP repre- 
sentatives, meanwhile, urged him to 
be an active party chief after he 
leaves the White House. 


Ford met early with the Republican 


leadership to discuss legislative mat- 
ters, including a pay raise for federal 
personnel, and followed up with a 
s i m i l a r session with Democratic 
chiefs. 


They talked about the recommenda- 


tions of the Federal Salary Commis- 
sion headed by former Commerce 
Secretary Peter Peterson. 


TUB COMMISSION has asked for 


an average 40 per cent Increase in 
congressional, judicial and top-rank- 


ing executive salaries combined with 
extensive disclosure requirements and 
strict prohibitions against outside In- 
come for federal employes. 


The Republicans also used 
the 


White House visit to urge Ford to 
be an active leader of the party, not 
just a figurehead who leaves the work 
to the new party chairman. 


Sen. Robert Griffin, R-Mich., a long- 


time friend of Ford's and one of those 
in the running to succeed Sen. Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa., as the Senate Republi- 
can leader, said the President "was 
encouraged not only to be a titular 
head of the Republican party but to 
be an active leader." 


He also said Ford "had no favored 


candidate" for the new chairman to 
replace Mary Louise Smith, but was 


"trying to be a coordinator of the 
various positions." 


SCOTT SAID Ford was considering 


reviving the Republican coordinating 
committee as a forum for the GOP 
viewpoint while the Democrats con- 
trol both the White House and Con- 
gress. 


After the meeting with Democrats, 


Jim Wright, D-Tex., the new House 
Democratic leader, said he expected a 
pay increase. He said, though, there 
might be constitutional problems with 


any proposal that would have an ad- 
ministration and enforcement group 
superior to all three branches of gov- 
ernment. 


"There are going to be some sub- 


stantive improvements and enlarge- 
ments of the conflict of interest regu- 
lations, applied evenly to the three 
b r a n c h e s of government," said 
Wright. 


"Unfortunately, this gets to be a 


question of the separation of potters, 
a constitutional issue."

I ho next few days his chief economic 
advisers, including his ncwlynami'd 
treasury secretary-designate, W. Ml- 
chncl Blucmnlhal, will get together to 
"determine what we have to do — the 
amount of economic stimulus needed. 


"My own preference Is for job op- 


portunities — putting our people back 
to work." Carter said. "What we can't 
make up that way may have to be 
done by u tax decrease." 


CAHTEIt I'KOMISED he would un- 


veil his program for economic stimu- 
lus before he takes the oath of office 
as president. 


Asked what his thinking was on a 


pay raise for federal employes, Carter 
»ald he understood a blue ribbon com- 
mlMlon was working on recommenda- 
tions along that line and would make 
a report to President Ford. 


After that, he stiid. Congress would 


havo M) days cither to veto the recom- 
mendation or let It stand. 


"Not knowing the amount I can't 


anticipate what my action will be." 
Carter said. 


Carter said. "I intend to keep my 


commitment to a balanced budget at 
the rnd of four years," he called the 
current budget deficit "excessive" 
and said he and lib economic advisers 
will carefully monitor spending so 
they can meet tlu-lr goal for a bal- 
anced budget by 1930.

"an economic civil war between the 
North and South. Ho said he "couldn't 


divide the nation into areas of pros- 
perity and areas of deprivation." 


"I can say fairly accurately there is 


a common ground that exists in all 
parts of the country," he said, noting 
Hint unemployment Is high almost ev- 
erywhere. He said onu problem he 
would try to alleviate is the dis- 
tribution of economic benefits contain- 
ed In special legislation "accurately 
to areas of the country that need It 
most." 


Asked If any Individuals or organi- 


zations held veto power in his deliber- 
ations over cabinet appointments, 
Carter said "the U.S. Senate would be 
the only one." 


"No one else has any veto power or 


authority or Influence over my deci- 
sions." he said. 


CAItTKIt SAID he realized he had a 


lot of help from various groups and 
organizations during the election cam- 
paign, but said he conducted a two- 
year campaign without "any com- 
mitment In private" to anyone. As a 
result, he said, he is "completely at 
liberty" to make decision on the basis 
of merit. 


Carter reported that representatives 


of the U.S. government have made 
"some progress" In talks with mem- 
bers of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, which will meet 
Wednesday to discuss a probable in- 
crease In the price of oil. 


He said the United Slates has 


brought these nations to "a general 
realization that (an increase) might 
be counter-productive." and noted the 
effect of any increase on developing 
nations would he "much more serious 
than it is bonus." 


"I feel very good about their atti- 


tude." he said, referring to the OPEC 
nations. 


Carter Indicated that Cyrus Vance, 


his designated secretary of state, had 
been involved in these discussions 
with OPEC nations. 


The incoming President disclosed 


that Jane Cchlll Pfelffcr, a former 
vice president of International Busi- 
ness Machines, had asked to be taken 
out of consideration for a post in his 
administration. 


She was thought to have been in line 


to become secretary of commerce. 


TUIINING TO the problems he will 


face in office, Carter disclosed Vance 
has been practicing quiet diplomacy 
in an attempt to head off an Increase 
in international oil prices. He said he 
felt some "good" may have been 
achieved. 


On the domestic economy, Carter 


avoided a direct answer when asked If 
he felt the country was in the midst of 
another recession. 


"No matter what the definition is, 


our economic problem is very sev- 
ere," he said. He promised to disclose ' 
his economic program even before he 
takes office Jan. 20.

• Rep. Andrew Young, D-Ga,, a 


black congressman who Carter has 
said helped him more than anyone to 
become president, was reported likely 
to accept appointment ns U.S. am- 
bassador to the United Nations.

matic" economist by colleagues at the 
Brooklngs Institution, was reported by 
the Washington Post to be In line as 
chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers.

CARTER SAID hte economy needs

Carter's own economic advisers and 


a group of business Itadcrs who met 
with him last week urged about $20 
billion to $23 billion in economic stim- 
ulation, with most going Into tax cuts 
for Individuals and businesses. 


But Carter fears the effect a per- 


manent tax cut would havo on his 
pledge to balance the budget within 
four years. He reiterated that pledge 
Tuesday. 


"I Intend to kep my commitment,"

CARTER SAID Vance had met sev- 


eral times with Henry Kissinger, the 
man he will succeed. Directly and in- 
directly, Carter said, both men have 
been pressing the oil-exporting coun- 
tries to "a general realization" Unit 
another price increase "might be 
counterproductive." 


"I cannot anticipate what they will 


do. but I feel very good about It," he 
said of the Kissinger-Vance effort. 


In addition to meeting with his new 


appointees, Carter conferred with a 
group of mayors and a group of coun- 
ty leaders In the governor's mansion 
he once occupied in Atlanta.

"PRESENT FEDERAL domestic 


spending policies contribute to region- 
al economic disparities"

through defense expenditures, public 
works programs and other capital out- 
lays, Walker continued, but through 


formulas depending on population, po- 
verty, per capita income, subpar 
housing and welfare populations. 


Federal officials should consider the 


higher cost of living and its effect on 
income and purchasing power in 
northern states, Walker said. They 
fail to take into account the heavier 
ta.\ burdens in northern areas, lie 
added. 


Thus, he said, southern states are 


rewarded for lower tax programs at 
the expense of "states which are will- 
ing to tax themselves more heavily to 
provide better services." 


MILLIKIN ALSO said the allocation 


of federal funds "encourages devel- 
opment of the Sunbelt over the Mid- 
west.

Explosion rips 
through airport 
in Baghdad 


TOKYO (UPI) - An explosion be- 


lieved to have been triggered by a 
time bomb ripped through Baghdad, 
Iraq International Airport Tuesday 
night, killing or injuring at least 40 
persons, according to reports reach- 
ing Tokjo.

51. an employe of Nippon 
Electric Co.. reported to his head of- 
fice in Tokyo, "there were about 100 
people in the airport lobby at the time 
of tlie explosion. The blast occurred in 
a corner of the terminal. The windows 
of the building broke into pieces and 
some people were thrown to the 
ground by the blast.

to be approved by tho House and the 
Senate when the legislature's new ses- 
sion convenes In January. The House 
already has passed tho measure this 
session. 


Besides Mrs. Carter's visit. The 


Herald also learned that Carter has 
been contacting a "select number of 
key legislators" by phone in an effort 
to increase support for the amend- 
ment. 


Carter's phone calls are the results 


of a campaign promise made to Illi- 
nois ERA supporters. 


"Wo still think we need three or 


four votes," said Doris Connnnt, pres- 
ident of tho ERA-Illlnols. She was un- 
certain whether the group could con- 
vince Senate Pres. Cecil Partco to 
call the amendment for a vote. 


PARTEE HAS' been reluctant to 


call the bill for a vote because he does 
not believe there are enough suppor- 
ters to pass the measure In the Sen- 
ate.

Several sources-close to Tartee told

Mrs. Carter was expected to begin 


contacting Democratic members of 
the state senate Tuesday when she ar- 
rived In the state capital from Wash- 
ington. She also is to meet with sever- 
al senators at breakfast and have a 
press conference today. 


Mrs. Carter, campaigned in Illinois 


during the past year in support of her 
father-in-law. 


MRS. CONNANT refused to name

home pay and lake It to the marina 
and apply It to Mr. Hastings' bill," he 
Mid.

"They had a stake, so to 
speak, in his career and felt warmly 
toward him." 


John Kottel- 
ly said the government will prove 
Hastings increased the salaries of 
the three employes and each time re- 
ceived klckacks In the exact amount 
of the Increases. 


The former western New York law- 


maker was Indicted last September on

"a blow to peace" and appealed to 
mankind to heed "tho voice of In- 
nocent blood" in speech for World 
Day of Peace. 


The 79-year-old Roman Catholic 


pontiff also warned that catastrophe 
"looms on the horizon of the future" 
unless world leaders learn that the 
cause of peace cannot be dissociated 
from the sanctity of life. 


The papal speech, distributed in 


connection with the Catholic church's 
celebration of the World Day of Peace 
Jan. 1, also condemned terrorism, po- 
lice torture and the world arms race. 


EXPANDING ON the theme, "If 


You Want Peace, Defend Life," the 
Pope said: 


"Every crime against life is a blow 


to peace, especially if it strikes at the 
moral conduct of the people, as often 
happens today, with horrible and of- 
ten legal case, as In the case of the 
suppression of incipient life by abor- 
tion." 


"Human life is sacred from the first 


moment of its conception and until the 
last Instant of its natural survival in 
time," the Pope said. "Those who 
have had the misfortune, the impla- 
cable guilt, the ever renewed remorse 
at having deliberately suppressed a 
life know this and feel this

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Years ago, 


the New Yorker magazine ran a car- 
toon that showed Mayor Fiorcllo La- 
Guardla arriving at City Hall. 


The next couple of panels showed 


the old building rocking, rolling and 
nearly jumping off Its foundations. 
The lust showed It collapsing limply 
as Hlzzoner departed for the day. 


Something of that sort would be ap- 


propriate for the Democratic National 
Committee upon the departure of Rob- 
ert L. Strauss, Its chairman from De- 
cember, 1972, through January, 1977. 


Much has been written about the ac- 


complishments of the Dallas lawyer- 
banker who took over the debt-ridden 
Democratic Party after its worst elec- 
tion defeat and brought it buck to sol- 
vency and victory in 197C. 


THERE AUK some who might ar- 


gue that the Democrats could have 
won the presidency this year ultli a 
candidate other (him Jimmy Carter, 
but few who watched the political 
scene in the four years just past 
would maintain that the party could 
have conic back without Strauss. 


Strauss did not restore unity to the 


Democratic Party. II still has factions 
that do not speak, and it still had dis- 
agreements that can raise the roof 
without notice. What Strauss did was 
make the warring Democrats sit down 
together and try to work together. In 
this, he accomplished a feat of media- 
tion worthy of Henry Kissinger. 


Strauss did not Deform the Demo- 


cratic Party. Ho was stuck with re- 
form when he took over the chairman- 
ship and he would never have lasted 
in the job had he seriously attempted 
to return party government to the top- 
down system that prevailed in the 
past. 


WHAT STItAUSS did was make par- 


ty reform work so that the Democrats 
could open their ranks to groups pre- 
viously shut out and still go about the 
business of electing candidates for 
public office. 


Strauss did get the party out of the 


red. It was about $9 million In debt 
after the 1968 election, and as treas- 
urer and then chairman, Strauss got 
most of the bills settled. As part of 
this effort, lie developed the political 
telethon to raise money.

finally got under way in New York, 
Strauss alighted at every stop to 
warm up the audiences and introduce 
the local politicians and the presiden- 
tial candidate. He and his wife Helen 
also served snacks to the reporters 
between stops. 


His work for the first 14-hour day of 


the trip was just about finished as the 
train ncared Pittsburgh. Strauss cele- 
brated by blockading the aisle of the 
VIP car and leading a loud and 
raucous sing-a-long all the way into 
the station. 


Strauss will be a hard act to follow.

Which is just what President 
Tito wants. He is anxious to make 
sure nobody in the West will be tempt- 
ed, when he is gone, to write off Yug- 
oslavia as a far-away country of which 
they want to know nothing. 


So the secretary-general of the So- 


viet Communist party, Leonid Brezh- 
nev, said in Belgrade — apparently as 
a condition for his visit — that Russia 
has no designs on Yugoslavia's inde- 
pendence. And the American Secre- 
tary of Commerce. Elliot Richardson, 
flew in later an drcpcated the support 
of the United States for that Indepen- 
dence. 


Fine: President Tito wants people 


abroad, even if they know nothing 
else about his country, to believe that 
it is not. and docs not intend to be- 
come, a Soviet satellite. 


BUT TIIEHE IS a snag. The Yugos- 


lavs were not particularly alarmed 
when President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said during his election campaign that 
he would not send troops to defend 
Yugoslavia 
against 
the Russians. 


They had already heard more com- 
forting news from Mr. Carter's spe- 
cial adviser, Averell Harriman, uho 
came to Belgrade in September. 


Harriman seems to ha\e been talk- 


ing mainly about American arms sup- 
plies to Yugoslavia. But one thing 
which may be holding up an Ameri- 
can-Yugoslav arms deal is the Ameri- 
cans' fear that Yugoslavia might pass 
technical Information — and perhaps 
even some of the hardware itself — 
over lo the Russians. 


Richardson disclosed during his vis- 


it that a team of American negotia- 
tors visited _ Yugoslavia a month ago 
to discuss a' complaint that Yugoslav 
companies had in the past transferred 
to the Russians some advanced Amer- 
ican computer parts they had im- 
ported from America. This particular 


matter was cleared up to the satisfac- 
tion of the American team. But to 
Americans who do not like the idea of 
selling sophisticated arms to any 
Communist country the affair has 
raised questions about Yugoslavia's 
independence. 


THE YUGOSLAVS want to buy a lot 


of American weapons. Henry Kissin- 
ger is said to have been given a Ust of 
Yugoslav requirements when he vis- 
i'ed Belgrade in 1974 which included 
electronic antiaircraft equipment, sur- 
face-to-air missiles and spare parts 
for the American tanks the Yugoslavs 
acquired about tv\o decades ago. 


Donald Rumsfeld, the American 


secretary of defense, savs that the 
United States is prepared to sell heli- 
copters and jet trainers to Yugos- 
lavia; and American officials said last 
January that the Tow anti-lank mis- 
sile was also under discussion. The 
Americans will presumably want to 
be quite sure that what they sell to

You may reject her on the 
basis of projected absenteeism and 
ask her to apply again when her child- 
drcn arc older. True or false?" 


BRANT. THE Schaumburg corpo- 


ration's director of employe relations, 
awaits the supervisor's answer. If the 
manager says "false," it's good for a 
move three spaces ahead on a game 
board. The unlucky supervisor choos- 
ing "true" Is directed on the playing 
card's reverse side to jump to 
"charge of discrimination." 


The stakes are only play money and 


loss of face in a board game com- 
petition, yet Brant is leading the su- 
pervisors into serious study of equal 
employment opportunity programs. 


At Motorola and other Northwest 


suburban companies, the message 
drummed into lower level managers 
right on up to the top brass is clear: 
affirmative 
action is' everybody's 


business. The 
high cost 
of 
dis- 


crimination is one good reason to 
learn about fair treatment of minor- 
ities and other aspects of affirmative 
action. If that's not enough, managers 
discover their success in moving up 
the corporate ladder hinges partly on 
their success at EEO (equal employ- 
ment opportunity) programs. 


Brant believes the new Motorola

Test aid centers promise 
students higher scores 


If you have a child In high school 


looking toward college, or if you have 
a child In college looking toward grad- 
uate school, you're going to be hear- 
ing a lot about cram schools. 


Cram schools, or test preparation 


centers ns they prefer to be called, 
are a fairly new phenomenon. They've 
emerged just within the last few 
years all across the country, and they 
offer programs which they suy will 
improve a student's chances of scor- 
ing higher on tho critical entrance 
exams most colleges and graduate 
schools require. The fees for these, 
courses may range from around $100 
to many hundreds of dollars. 


As with any new phenomenon (and 


most old ones) there arc bound to be 
some rotten apples in the barrel. If a 
student bites Into one of the bad apples 
he may actually diminish his chances 
for getting the needed grades, and 
thus jeopardize his entire educational 
career. The money thrown away on 
the course would be peanuts by com- 
parison with the lost opportunities. 


How important are these tests? 


Most colleges look at them as the 
great equalizer, giving them a base 
upon which to compare students from 
widely diverse backgrounds. All other 
things being equal between two stu- 
dents, the test scores can make the 
difference between acceptance for one, 
rejection [or the other.

Discrimination in employe hiring, 


placement and promotion is remedied 
by a complex of federal, state and lo- 
cal laws. 


For starters there's Title VII of the 


Civil Rights Act of 1964, amended by 
the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Act of 1972. Discrimination based on 
race, color, sex, religion and national 
origin is prohibited by the law. 


A series of Presidential orders also 


deals with discrimination 
ranging 


from age and national origin to men- 
tal and physical handicaps. 


The Equal Pay Act of 1963 bars sex 


discrimination 
for work requiring 


equal skills, effort and responsibility 
as measured in base pay, bonuses, 
commissions, etc. 


Sections 500 and 503 of the Rehabili- 


tation Act Amendments of 1974 bar 
discrimination based on mental and 
physical handicaps in company per- 
sonnel practices. 


The Age Discrimination in Employ- 


ement Act of 1967 prohibits age dis- 
crimination against persons in the 40 
to 63 year category. 


Various other federal, state and lo- 


cal laws affect personnel policies. 


For each of the laws, as outlined In 


a Motorola training program, the 
number of employers affected 
method of enforcement will vary.

LAS VEGAS. Nov. (UPI) - A coun- 


ty Judge Tuesday ordered Nevada 
Atty. Gen. Robert List to present In 
court Dec. 28 all Information available 
about fingerprints found on the $2.5 
billion "Mormon will" of Howard 
Hughe* and the envelope In which It 
was enclosed. 


District Judge Keith Hayes also 


postponed a scheduled Jan. 10 jury 
trial on authenticity of the document 
after attorneys told the court there 
was reason to believe the envelope 
bore the fingerprints of Utah sen-las 
station attendant Melvln Dummar. 


Dummar, who was not In court, was 


named a bcncfidary of M6th of the 
eccentric billionaire's fortune In the 
will, which was left on a desk in the 
Mormon church headquarters In Salt 
Lake City three weeks after Hughes' 
death last April. 


LOS ANGELES attorney Harold 


nhodcn. who has been pressing fhe 
will as genuine, said he would accept 
that It probably was a forgery and 
withdraw It from probate If Dum- 
mar's prints arc found. 


Judge Hayes Mid, however, that the 


trial on the will's authenticity would 
proceed at a later dote even if such 
fingerprints arc found, 


"This case Is not going to be left In 


llmlx)." Hayes said. 


"If the proponents of the will do not 


come forward there will still be a 
trial."

Our world Li made of solid, liquids and gases, and

In a fire, 
solid IORS burn and give off sooty smoke, Invisible 
ffnscs ond gritty ashes. Yet the fire Itself Is one of 
these things. It is a chemical happening that usc.s 
energy to change solids Into gases and other sul>- 
stances. 


Countless different chemical reactions go on all the 


time throughout the world of nature. All of them are 


busy rearranging atoms to create different mole- 
cules of one substance or another. In the process 
some of the chemical reactions use energy, while 
others give off energy. When a blazing fire rear- 
ranges the molecules of a fuel, It gives off energy in 
the form of heat and li^ht. 


The logs used to light a campflre come from a tree

however. You must also have heat and lost of airy 
oxygen. A wad of burning paper provides enough 
heat to start smallish branches burning; the 
branches provide enough heat to cause the logs to 
burn, and soon we have a roaring campfirc. The 
heat of the fire releases the energy that bound the 
woody molecules together and it is given off as heat 
and light. 


The fire itself is neither a solid nor a gas, and it's 


certainly not a liquid. It is an energetic happening 
that releases energy bound up in the molecules of a 
fuel. 


Just as heat, oxygen and a fuel nre necessary to 


start a fire, you can put out n fire hy removing one 
of the three. When water Is sprayed on a wood fire it 
absorbs heat from the burning wood and lowers its 
temperature. When the temperature falls below the 
kindling temperature, the fire goes out.

For some women scrubbing floors and cooking din- 


ners nre latmrs of love. For others, the dishwashing, 
diapering and dusting ore mundane, tedious tasks 
which have to be performed by someone — the wife. 


For everyone, housekeeping duties arc work. 
Traditionally, (his work is unpaid; it comes with 


the marriage license and society's expectation of 
women's role. U Is rewarded I-*- room and board and 
an "allowance" If the husband Is generous. Not ev- 
eryone Is happy with this arrangement, however. 


The Herald conducted a survey last month to dis- 


cover what renders believe nbout such controversial 
topics as payment and Social Security benefits for 
housework. Inquiries were also made about the value 
wlcty places on full-time homcmaking and the sat- 
isfaction hotnewives derive from their job. 


The results were Informative and thoughtful. 


\I-:.\IU.Y 2~<a MKN ami women from the North- 


west suburbs answered the survey, many writing 
several pages of opinions, personal experiences and 
frustrations. The resulting statistics arc In no way 
scientific — they are simply a compilation of the 
responses'. 


Of the 2ir, respondents. S3 per cent felt that house- 


wives should IH: paid for their work in the home. 
Those most Inclined to support payment In house- 
wives were under fin years old and female.' 


"llomcmakers would feel they are recognized and 


reimbursed for their real contributions to a home 
and family." reasoned an older Palatine Township 
woman. "And wages for housework would hold the 
power part of the lime on what gets spent how in the 
family." 


"I feel like a leech ..." wrote a middle-aged wom- 


an. 


"Kvery other employed person is paid," said a 


much younger Arlinclon Heights housewife. 


And n 20-year-old Schaumburg homemakcr com- 


plained: 


"My 'home chores' are as much my work as my 


husband's job Is his. Yet he has a salary and I get 
nothing. If I died tomorrow, he'd pay a lot to the 
professional who'd take over, right?" 


HIT II I'KIt CK.NT of the people disagreed with 


or were unsure about payment to housewives. 


Their reasons varied: "Housework Is a labor of 


love." one middle-aged registered nurse wrote. 
"This Is their duty," another explained. "In the long 
run It would come out of my husband's salary," a 
i'oung Rolling Meadows woman said. 


"A paycheck would reduce my role to that of n 


paid, menial servant instead of n loving wife nnd 
mother taking pride In her role," commented a 
Mount Prospect homcmakcr. 


Of the persons who wished for salary benefits for 


housework, -It per cent believed the government 


should dole out the money; 20 per cent said the hus- 
band or other family members should pay; 12 per 
cent indicated that both government and the spouse 
should be responsible. Six per cent said the spouse's 
employer and big business should pay the housewife. 


UtT U I'KR CENT were unsure who should pay. 


They said friction could develop between husband 
anil wife if he was "boss." They pointed out that 
mothers on welfare' already received money for 
housework and taxpayers would be unable to support 
the additional burden of all homcmakers. 


There was considerably more agreement on the 


question of Social Security. Nearly three-fourths (73 
per cent) of the men and women thought women 
should bo earning their own Social Security credits 
(or full-time work at home instead of relying upon 
their husband's, 


"I am particularly concerned about the woman 


who Is divorced In mid-life after raising a family and 
contributing to the community In non-paying jobs," 
commented n 39-year-old Palatine resident. "Many 
times these women do not have current work skills 
thnt can be used in the job market — and they have 
to also face the problem of age discrimination..." 


Presently, a wife divorced after fewer !han 20 


years of marriage loses all eligibility for a huijand's 
Social Security benefits. Even if she is divorced after 
20 or more years of matrimony, she would not be 
eligible for a benefit until her husband retired or 
died, and she would lose all eligibility if she remar- 
ried. 


TIIOSK \VIIO VETOED Social Security benefits for 


housewives claimed that the system was already 
crippled and that the extra stress would demolish It. 


Half of the readers who responded to the survey 


thought that full-time homcmakers have status in the 
community. Age and sex seemed to make a differ- 
ence In the answers. 


Men generally attributed status In homcmakers; 


the number of women who thought thnt status Is 
awarded to full-time homcmakers increased through 
the mid-twenties to the mid-forties, as school activi- 
ties 
and 
other 
family-related 
community in- 


volvement reached their peak. Once the children 
were gone, many women no longer credited status to 
the homemakcr. Respondents who gave status a 
positive mnrk dropped from n 63 per cent high In the 
40 to -19-year-old age group to a mere 33 per cent in 
the ovcr-60 segment. 


"When asked on applications, 'Do you work?', wl\v 


must a housewife answer 'no'?" asked n middle-aged 
Arlington Heights housewife. Commented a younger 
DCS Plalncs mother, "My 6-ycar-old son asked why I 
couldn't be something like our neighbor who is a 
nurse." 


A Hoffman Estates woman explained: "You won't 


find a soul who thinks homemakcrs are workers. 
Since they don't earn money, they can't even open 
accounts. They are like slaves." 


AND A TEST ENGINEER, a 32-year-old male, 


wrote: "Homcmaklng should have status, but it 
doesn't. We all need food, shelter, clothing and 
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health care to survive ... But the routine involved 
has lessened the importance, so we deny Its value 
while not being ablo to live without it." 


Despite the lack of value attributed by some to 


homemoking tasks, the majority of women who are 
or had been full-time homcmakers were satisfied 
with their role. The,y loved their husbands and chil- 
dren and they felt worthwhile. 


About 58 per cent of the women expressed satisfac- 


tion throughout their homcmuking career; 11 per 
cent said they had been satisfied for awhile — usual- 
ly until the children headed ofHo school. 


The loudest voice of dissatisfaction came from the 


20 to 23-year-olds. 


A 21-year-old woman said, "It (housework) was 


monotonous, and I wasn't able to fulfill my goals and 
dreams and use my creativity ..." 


And a 23-year-old Mount Prospect homcmaker, 


who is happy with.her job of family and home, 
wrote: 


"The major problem of full-time homemaking is a 


tendency to social Isolation, especially In the sub- 
urbs. If you do not have a second car or access to 
some mode of transportation, being able to get out of 
the home and meet other people . . . can be diffi- 
cult." 


BUT MANY thought the difficulties of full-tima 


homemaking could be overcome with effort. 
"... I do sec mai\v lazy housewives who havo 


allowed themselves to fall into a rut," admitted a 
Hoffman Estates woman In her early thirties. "They 
watch countless hours of TV and have failed to de- 
velop into Individuals. They have lost amibition for 
anything. However, I have to regard those situations 
as reactions from society's non-recognition," she 
said. 


"If we have learned anything from the women's 


liberation movement it should be that there are 
quality choices a woman can make," she concluded. 
"Whatever she chooses should be done wisely and 
with the conviction that hers will be a unique contri- 
bution. ..." 


Love doesn't pay bills: Selma James

Half of the world's population — the 


female half — is Involved in that 
tedious, never-ending job of house- 
work, said Sclma James of London, 
England, at a Northeastern Univer- 
sity seminar. 


"That job brings in no money at the 


end of the week, the end of the month, 
the end of the year or the end of a 
life," she declared. 


And she's right... so far. 
Ms. 
James 
founded 
the Inter- 


national Wages for Housework move- 
ment in 1973. She visited the Chicago 
chapter earlier this month. 


She contends that without the work 


contribution of the housewife the econ- 
omy would fall apart. "So why should 
it be free?" 


WHILE MANY WOMEN respond 


that love of husband and family is the 
reason, Ms. James counterattacks by 
saying that love doesn't pay bills, it 
doesn't gain a woman her indepen- 
dence or status in family and commu- 
nity, it doesn't make her an equal 


witli the man. 


"That word equality tries to hide 


the fact that there's no such thing as 
equality between the sexes unless we 
women are rid of housework or paid 
for it," she said. 


But capitalistic societies do not val- 


ue the work of the housewife because 
it is not supposed to be productive, 
she continued. "Yet we are extremely 
productive and we're working like 
hell. Our homo is our factory and 
what we produce Is the basis of 
society — the working class. Just the 
thought of It Is exhausting." 


B E S I D E S HEARING children, 


women give emotional support to the 
employed members of their families 
so the others arc able to do their 
paid jobs, she said. "We provide phys- 
ical comforts and give physical thera- 
py — everyone here knows what I 
mean, too." 


Yet women are forced to depend 


• upon the husband's or man's gener- 


osity because he has control of the 
money. 


"We learn at an early ago when to 


shut up, when to dress up and when 
and how to ask for what we want. 
Society knows that. On income tax 
forms there's a space for us under 
'dependents,'" she scorned. 


This power relationship would begin 


to crumble If government pays wom- 
en for their very real work, she main- 
tains. 


I F MONETARY VALUE were 


placed on housework, more women 
would stay home to rear their chil- 
dren instead of working two jobs — a 
paid one outside of the home and the 
still mandatory one within, she said. 


Women no longer would be expected 


to perform housekeeping duties like 
getting coffee for the boss when they 
work outside the home; women's sala- 
ries would be more comparable to the 
men's, she added. 


"If we were paid for our work, 


society would really have to tempt us 
out of the home if they wanted us to 
work other jobs," concluded Ms. 
James. 


Columnist objects to teacher paddling children

physically. Believe me, there was a 
good deal of pro and con! Finally, 
someone suggested to write to you for 
your opinion. Do you believe that a 
child should be spanked by a teacher? 
- R.T. 


Dear R.T., 


By a teacher? No way. We have 


enough violence In this world without 
foisting even a small amount of it on 
children and I willingly give equal 
tlmo In this column for an opposing 
viewpoint. 


This is my opinion In spite of the . 


Supreme Court ruling that in order to 
maintain discipline, a public teacher 
may paddle an unruly student provid- 
ing the student Is warned of the pun- 
ishment nnd that U takes place in the 
presence of another school official. • 


In the first place, I am wary of any 


agency taking over yet another per- 
sonal responsibility — especially an- 
other parental duty — even if the au- 
thority is granted by law. 


My next objection is that there Is, 


and always will be, a question of In- 
terpreting terms such as "paddle" 
and "unruly" as they relate to In- 
fraction of school rules of conduct. 
Does discipline relate to punishment 


for chewing gum, passing notes, 
maybe laughing or day-dreaming? 
How about tardiness, or talking back 
to a teacher? And does paddle mean a 
little, medium or much force on the 
backsides and how can we determine 
the amount of force to carry it out? 


There are entirely too many under- 


nourished, emotionally disturbed, un- 
wanted, unloved, physically 111 school 
children whose problems either go un- 
detected or are undetectable to 
chance physical punishment where 
medical, spiritual or mental help is 
needed. 


In my opinion another objection to 


paddling concerns children in the low- 
er grades. If a high school student is

guilty of striking a teacher, stealing, 
etc., he may be brought before a 
court of law, be represented by coun- 
sel and speak in his own behalf. For 
lesser offenses, he may still speak up 
for himself to teacher or adminis- 


trator. But the younger child can 
hardly be expected to understand 
completely or defend at all times the 
nature of his act or its consequences. 
Whom does he have to speak in his 
behalf at the time of the physical pun- 
ishment? 


I'll admit there were a few times 


during my Chicago public high school 
teaching days when I was tempted to 
hit a genuine "unruly" student, but I 
didn't trust myself any more than I 
did some of the teachers. Please note 
I am saying some, not all, were, in 
my opinion, unfit to teach and lacked 
emotional stability because their judg- 
ment of punishment depended upon 
their moods. 


I am not defending those who would 


strike or injure a teacher who has ev- 
ery right to defend herself/himself 
and even strike back if necessary to 
protect herself/himself. But there are 
other more civilized forms of punish- 
ing children and it is up to those who 
must administer the rules to find the 
most effective means to punish viola- 
tions without physical abuse.

Anyone who has a lump 
or nodule of the testicle should have an examination as soon as 
ptmlblc. In some cases It Is a malignancy and early diagnosis 
may iave a person's life. Don't delay as some of these tumors 
spread very rapidly. 


You should consider n vnscclomy as permanent at the time you 


have It done. Some urologists claim a 25 per cent success In 
rcsturlng fertility by re-operating on the vas and rejoining It. Suc- 
cess is not success unless sufficient healthy sperm cells arc re- 
le.nod In enable pregnancy. Recently microscopic operations, per- 
fected by a few surgeons, have been credited with hotter results. 


Withdrawing sperm by n needle after n vnscctomy has been 


performed may not bo successful. Sometimes tho testicle stops 
forming an adequate amount of viable sperm cells after the vas l.s 
lied. Sperm banks have been used to sloro frozen sperm' before a 
vajcclomy Is performed, but these arc not well regulated In every 
Instance and no one can guarantee you how long the frozen sperm 
will rcnlly he usable. 


I don't think you need lo worry about that lump since you have 


had your docotr examine it, but your chances of regaining fertility 
arc not outstanding.

n great pound cake Joncl Monroe hud made, frozen and mailed. 
Naturally. I asked for the recipe. She calls It "Old-Fashioned Ken- 
tucky Pound Cake." Cream together two sticks butter or marga- 
rine with one-half cup hydrogcnalcd shortening and three cups 
sugar. Add five eggs, one at a time, mixing well after each egg is 
put In. Silt together three cups all-purpose flour with one-half 
teaspoon baking powder and one-fourth teaspoon salt. Add this 
alternately with one cup milk. Finally, add one teaspoon vanilla 
and three-fourths teaspoon pure lemon flavoring. Bake In a large 
lube pan that has hccn greased and floured. It takes one hour and 
13 minutes at 325 degrees. When cool, sprinkle with powdered 
sugar. I can testify how well this pound cake freezes, and Joncl 
hns concluded it actually K better after it's been frozen. At any 
rate, for pound cake enthusiasts, Ihls is It.

Old Tired Ethics, better knrmn as 
COYOTE, during a recent Colorado 
speaking trip 


The 20 000 member organization has 


fought for decnmlnalization of prosti- 
tution for three years Hookers have 
banded together with citizens to end 
harassment of ladies of the night 


PROSTITUTES, or working women 


as Ms St James calls them, not 
only have to contend with the tradi- 
tional arrests for practicing their pro- 
fession, but are harassed by police 
when they report a robbery, assault 
or a rape 


"The cops come and ask 'Who are 


you kidding' when a prostitute reports 
a rape," she said. "A lot of girls are 
ripped off by their tricks and beaten, 
but forget about getting police help." 


Decriminelizatlon, rather than le- 


galization, of prostitution has been the 
major aim of COYOTE because work- 
ing women would be free of govern- 
ment interference in the form of 
taxes, licensing and other regulations

LONDON (UPI) - Prostitutes at 


Heathrow airport are using beeper ra- 
dio systems to discreetly pl> their 
trade, police said Tuesday. 


The call girls are called on their 


pocket-size beepers, known here as 
bleepers, by some nearby hotel staff 
members who are bribed to solicit 
customers, police said. 


The prostitutes rent the beepers, 


similar to those used by doctors, po- 
licemen and executives whose offices

"And 
hooking is one of the few jobs where 
women get paid what they are worth 
which threatens most men " 


According to Ms St James, the 


passage of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment in some states has proved to be 
an effective tool for COYOTE because 
it requires equal enforcement of the 
law and the man must be arrested 
with the prostitute 


"SINCE IT WENT into effect, they 


have been arresting preachers, cops, 
doctors, sportscasters and lawyers 
with working women and that has 
mnde a whole lot of people more sen- 
sitive to the problems," she said 


According to Ms St James, 60 to 90 


per cent of a hooker's customers are 
politicians, something which gives 
prostitutes a unique opportunity to ex- 
press their views 


"You could say we have been sleep- 


ing with the enemy, but prostitutes 
have traditionally used the encounters 
to speak m favor of decriminalization 
of what they do," she said 


The campaign has been going well 


b> Ms St James' estimation, al- 
though community participation has 
occasionally backfired 


"One area got really hostile by hav- 


ing prostitutes in the neighborhood so 
the housewives dressed up in curlers, 
housecoats and sneakers to parade in 
front of the girls' homes arid scared 
all the tricks away," she said

Reagan's presidential campaign in Il- 
linois this year, said he is not a candi- 
date for the post, which is being va- 
cated by Mary Louise Smith 


Crane said a group of 60 congress- 


man and senators want the party lo 
elect a chairman who will serve as 
s p o k e s m a n for party principles 
adopted at the Republican National 
Convention in Kansas City. 


THE MOVE counters comments 


from several prominent Republicans 
who have called for the chairman's 
post to be filled by a "technician" 
rather than a spokesman committed 
to a specific idealogy. 


Some suggested a technician would 


help case the split between Reagan 
and Ford supporters and bring Demo- 


crats and liberal independents into the 
GOP 


Crane said that effort is trying to 


play "me too" politics with Democrat- 
ic programs He said there are more 
gains in attempting to attract con- 
servatives into the Republican ranks 


Crane said most of the newly 


formed coaliton were supporters of 
Ford during the election v 


IN A STATEMENT released by 


Crane for the group the call went out 
for the election of a chairman who 
would follow the party platform. 


' Our party needs a chairman who 


represents the traditional principles 
articulated in the 197G party platform 
adopted in Kansas City," said Crane. 


The congressmen met with 18 other 


congressmen and members of the Re- 
publican National Committee Tuesday 
before releasing the statement. He 
said U.S. Sen Paul Laxalt, R-Nev., 
also attended the session. Laxalt was 
Reagan's national campaign 'chair- 
man. 


O T H E R ILLINOIS congressmen 


who are part of the coalition include 


U S Rep Edward Denvmski R-4th, 
Edward Madigan, R-Jlst, and George 
O'Brien, R-17th 


While Crane said he is not hacking 


a specific candidate at this time, he 
suggested Treasury Sec. William Sim- 
on or US. Sen James Bucklej, 
R-N Y., wuld be acceptable choices 


Crane said he is not considering a 


bid for the top leadership post himself 
because of new GOP rules which re- 


quire that party chairman to take the 
position on a full-time basis He said 
that prohibition keeps a number of 
prominent Republicans, both m and 
out of government, from seeking the 
job 


Crane confirmed that several GOP 


leaders had approached him about the 
job He said he will probably seek an

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Bulls treat record 
crowd to big win

The Doctor, Julius Erving, came to 


Chicago for the first time In a Phila- 
delphia 76cr uniform and 19,600 people 
came out to see him do his stuff Tues- 
day night. 


Instead, they saw the Chicago Bulls 


put on a team defense that held I he 
Sixers' W-mllllon man to nine points 
and saw Scott May, college basket- 
ball's Player of the Year In 1976, 
come of age as a professional as the 
Bulls won their third straight, 101-83 


The Bulls took tho lead at 23-21 In 


the second quarter and never trailed 
as May, who guarded Erving. and his 
6-foot-fl, 230-pound running mate at 
forward George McGlnnls, played the 
best defense of his young career. 


"THEY AtlE without a doubt tho 


finest pair of forwards ever to ploy 
the game," May said. "I'm young, 
but I don't think you can get much 
better than that." 


Erving was the sole reason that 


more people came to sec the game 
than ever before In Bulb' history. But 
with only nine points, and just two In 
tho second half, Erving left the game 
with minutes remaining to a round of 
boos from tho largely unimpressed 
crowd. 


As for McGlnnls, he look charge In 


the final two periods, hitting 17 of his 
game-high 21 points In on effort lo 
bring tho Sixers back from deficits 
that ballooned as high as 20 points In 
the second half. 


THE WIN. the fifth In six games for 


Chicago, also depended on another 
now-common team defensive effort. 
The Bulls hate held their last four op- 


ponents — the Boston Celtics, Los An- 
geles Lakers, New Orleans Jazz and 
"Bcrs — to roughly 27 points below 
their scoring avcragaes. 


"We had problems convincing these 


guys that the team defense was 
sound." said Bulls' coach Ed Badger. 
"Now they arc starting to believe in It 
and more importantly, they are start- 
Ing to believe In themselves " 


May, who admitted ho gets "wobbly 


legs" after his bout with mono, also 
stressed the team aspect of the game. 


"I CAN'T SAY this Is my most com- 


plete game," he said "I just try to 
play the best I can and do what they 
tell me " 


"When you're playing somebody 


like Philadelphia, you just can't throw 
your Jocks out on the floor. You have 
to be ready to piny your best. 


"And playing In front of 19,000 


folks," May remarked, "makes you 
try that much harder." 


MAY TOUCHED off a standing ova- 


tion In tho second quarter when ho 
stripped McGlnnls of the ball In mid- 
dribble and scooted downcourt to hit a 
15-foot jumper. Former Indiana team- 
mate, John Laskowski, followed with 
a steal of his own and drove tho 
length of the court and dropped home 
a layup to force a 7Cer timeout with 
the Bulls on top, 34-24. This coaxed 
the fans out of their scats for a roar- 
Ing tribute 


May finished the night with 16 points 


while Mickey Johnson and Artis Gil- 
more, who led the Bulls to a 51-17 re- 
bounding advantage with 14 and 16 
boards respectively, each dumped in 
18 points.

BASEBALL HAS many pressing

cy demands be filled with a baseball 
team 81 games a year — except it has 
11,000 seats you can't see home plate 
from. Watching a baseball game with- 
out seeing tho batter Is like watching 
an opera you can't hear. 


But baseball's biggest problem is 


not where Teddy Martinez or George 
Scott strikes out next year, it's wheth- 
er it owns Its players in fee simple 
any more. Tho sport faces a game of 
musical chairs that boggles the mind. 


No sooner will a player get four 


straight hits or retire the side in order 
for two consecutive Innings than he 
will bo playing out his option and sit- 
ting by the telephone waiting for a 
bidding war. 


THE FOUNDING fathers never en- 


visioned the "have bat, will travel," 
brand of baseball the majors are fac- 
ing In their 77th year. Tho problem is, 


how're you going to keep 'em down on 
the farm after they've seen Jerry 
Kapstein? General Motors can't turn 
out a product If there's a mass exodus 
of key workers every October. So how 
can baseball? 


The Interim solution seems to be to 


sign athletes to multiyear contracts. 
Except, there's a judge somewhere 
who will junk that option in time. Hol- 
lywood used to try that with its In- 
famous seven-year contracts with 
yearly options but they were tossed 
out In litigation years ago. If a con- 
tract Is no better than the honor and 
good faith of the signer, baseball Is in 
terrible shape. 


Anarchy would seem to be a bigger 


problem than the deslgnated-hltter 
rule. Does anybody seriously doubt a 
star player will begin screaming for 
his lawyer the first time he's benched 
for a pinch hitter — or his soup is cold 
on the team charter?

Unless the grand 
old gamesters hammer out a reason- 
able substitute for the reserve caluse, 
Injurious to no one, there'll be no 
more earth-shaking bulletins on the 
hiring of third base coaches, and Spo- 
kane won't have any schedule to be 
approved. The infield fly rule will bo 
phased out like the four-wheeled sur- 
rey, and the dirty-faced little urchins 
sobbing, "Say it ain't so, Joe" will 
mean Rudi.

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they are in- 
vestigating reports that at least 30 
persons who received swine flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks. 


The national Center for Disease 


Control said It picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as the Guillain- 
Barrc' syndrome, through Its own ex- 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunization program 
and reactions to the influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked'to join in the 
center investigation. 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be an increased number of 
cases of Guillaln-Barrc' syndrome oc- 
curring in the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has inltited a 


full investigation to assure itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the illness," a spokesman 
said. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday, 54 cases of Guillaln-Barrc's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," in 10 states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these Individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to 30 
days before onset of illness, 21 had not 
been vacdnatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three eases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported in South Dakota by Ken 
Sengcr, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the influenza vaccine. 
Sengcr said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Guillian- 


Barre' syndrome is not a rcportable 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear to 
be significantly different from those 
expected," adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face. 


Saudi Arabia to oppose 
OPEC oil price increase 


DOHA, Qatar (UPI) - Saudi Ara- 


bian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamanl said Tuesday his country op- 
poses any Immediate increase In pet- 
roleum prices because world econom- 
ic recovery has not been "as strong 
as we had hoped." 


Y a m a n I' s surprising statement 


threw an immediate note of drama 
into the meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
where other delegates arc seeking an 
increase of 10 to 25 per cent. 


The meeting opens Wednesday amid 


security so strong that it has turned 
the Gulf Hotel, site of the conference, 
into a virtual armed camp In an effort 
to prevent a repetition of the guerrilla 
attack on OPEC's headquarters in 
Vienna a year ago. 


SAUDI ARABIA, the world's third 


largest oil producer and the most 


powerful voice at the conference, had 
been expected to insist on a moderate 
10 per cent increase at most. 


But Yamani said, "I never insisted 


on a 10 per cent maximum and never 
said I had expected 10 per cent. Our 
position was for a reasonable increase 
if the others Insisted, taking into con- 
sideration there was a strong econom- 
ic recovery at that time. 


"However, in the last month the re- 


covery was not as strong as we had 
hoped. Therefore we have changed 
our position, to freeze the price for 
the next six months," 


Yamani was asked if this was his 


final word. He replied: "It is our posi- 
tion today and we will do our best to 
convince the other members.with our 
views — but we never in the past took 
a position we will not change, even if 
we think it is a very strong position." 


OPEC DECISIONS must be unani- 


mous. Yamani's statement appeared 
to foretell a hard-fought debate at the 
conference, where price increase de- 
mands range up to 25 per cent. But 
the prevailing impression appeared to 
be for an increase of 10 per cent or 
less, if Saudi Arabia agrees to go 
along with other countries. 


Yamani's view conflicted with a 


statement by Qatar's oil minister 
Sheikh Abdel Aziz Khalifa Al Than! 
earlier Tuesday, who said the West 
has ignored "crystal clear" warnings 
to cut its inflation rates and that an 
increase in petroleum prices is essen- 
tial. 


Even a 10 per cent increase in the 


price of nil — the current rale is 
$11.51 a barrel — would add $12 billion 
to the world's annual fuel bills.

CB patrol group dislikes

Members of the Cook County Affil- 


iated League of Emergency Radio 
Teams (ALERT) charged this week 
that recent remarks of Mount Pros- 
pect Police Chief Ralph J, Doney 
have damaged the organization's im- 
age and have made it "very difficult" 
to form a similar group in Des 
Plaines. 


Doney said he stands by remarks he 


made last week that he has had 
"some problems" with ALERT mem- 
bers, although he has declined to 
specify the problems. 


Cook County ALERT, in existence 


for more than three years, and has 41 
active members tlv'. assist stranded 
motorists and communities in crowd 
control during large social events and 
emergencies. 


Jeffrey Adams, president of Cook 


County ALERT, said that Doney's re- 
marks about the group has virtually 
destroyed plans to form Citizen's On 
Patrol, a radio patrol patterned after 
the ALERT organization. 


"Timv 
(REMARKS) aggravated 


me quite a bit," ALERT member 
Paul Frazier said. "I've been in 
ALERT for a long time now. I and a 
lot of other people have a lot of mon- 
ey tied up in this thing. It's a labor of 
love." 


But Doney said he disagrees with 


the philosophy of the ALERT, which 
ironically last year aided the forma- 
tion of Mount Prospect's Special 
Team on Patrol (STOP), a group 
which is sanctioned by Doney. 


"ALERT runs around with their 


members in uniforms, helmets and 
badges. They advertise. Our (STOP) 
members always keep a low profile 
and stay out of the way of 'law en- 
forcement and (ire personnel," Doney 
said. 


STOP1 members are notliing more 


than eyes and ears for the police, Do- 
noy said, "but ALERT people want to 
get involved with things." 


ALERT, which covers the entire 


county, is based In Mount Prospect 
because the village is centrally lo- 
cated, Adams said. 


"We don't carry weapons. We don't 


carry billy clubs or handcuffs. We do 
use hard hats at school events and we 
carry flashlights," Adams said. "We 
have badges and a uniform because 
they're easily identifiable. Sometimes 
the uniform gives us authority we

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they arc in- 
vestigating reports that at least 30 
persons who received swino flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks. 


The national Center for Disease 


Control said it picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as the Gulllnin- 
Barrc' syndrome, through Its own ex- 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunization program 
and reactions to the influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join In (he 
center investigation. 


Tho center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be an increased number of 
cases of Gulllaln-Bnrre' syndrome oc- 
curring in the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has Inltitcd a 


full Investigation to assure Itself tlmt 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the illness," a spokesman 
said. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday, 54 cases of Guillaln-Darre's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," In 10 states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to 30 
days before onset of illness, 21 had not 
been vaccinatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three cases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported in South Dakota by Ken 
Senger, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the influenza vaccine. 
Scngcr said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Guillian- 


Barrc' syndrome is not a reportable 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear to 
be significantly different from those 
expected." adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre* syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face.

The meeting opens Wednesday amid 


security so strong that It has turned 
the Gulf Hotel, site of the conference, 
into a virtual armed camp In an effort 
to prevent a repetition of the guerrilla 
attack on OPEC's headquarters in 
Vienna a year ago. 


SAUDI ARABIA, the world's third 


largest oil producer and the most 


powerful voice at the conference, had 
been expected to insist on a moderate 
10 per cent increase at most. 


But Yamani said, "I never insisted 


on a 10" per cent maximum and never 
said I had expected 10 per cent. Our 
position was for a reasonable increase 
if thu others Insisted, taking Into con- 
sideration there was a strong econom- 
ic recovery at that time. 


"However, in the last month the re- 


covery was not as strong as we had 
hoped. Therefore we have changed 
our position, to freeze the price for 
the next six months." 


Yamani was asked if this was his 


final word. He replied: "It is our posi- 
tion today and we will do our best to 
convince the other members with our 
views — but we never in the past took 
a position we will not change, even If 
we think It is a very strong position." 


OPEC DECISIONS must be unani- 


mous. Yamani's statement appeared 
to foretell a hard-fought debate at the 
conference, where price increase de- 
mands range up to 25 per cent. But 
the prevailing impression appeared to 
be for an Increase of 10 per cent or 
less.

Now, we ore just 
looking for big brothers to match 
them up with," she said. 


Dig Brothers has matched 50 young- 


Men and adults since beginning a 
program In the Northwest suburbs 
two years ago. There arc 310 matches 
In Conk and Dul'ago counties, Ms. 
Rnscngard said. 


HUT TIIEKE IS a waiting list of 125 


suburban youngsters and 400 through- 
nut the Chicago area who need and 
want a big brother, she said. 


Dig Brothers must be at least 18 


>cars old and agree to visit with a 
little brother for several hours each 
week for a year. 


The idea of being a companion and 


friend to a young boy was appealing 
to Holton. 32, Park Ridge, a bachelor 
who lives along. 


"I LIKED the Idea of being able to 


help develop another individual," he 
said. "I had some pretty wild times 
when I was a youth and I could have 
used some direction." 


Holton learned about Big Brothers 


from a television advertisement. An 
aunt who was familiar with the pro- 
gram encouraged him to apply. 


Big and llttlo brother applicants are 


Interviewed by caseworkers who at- 
tempt to match participants accord- 
Ing to their common interests, back- 
ground and geographic proximity. 


O t t l Gusck, Robert's 
mother, 


learned about Big Brothers through a 
friend whose son Is in tho program. 


SHE MADE her first Inquiry in 


January, and by March Holton and 
Robert were matched. 


"That first meeting was a little 


strange. You both know you're being 
brought together to help each other 
out and make a relationship work. 
But ue were relaxed and got along 
just fine from tho start," Holton said. 


There's been a constant flurry of 


activity ever since — bicycle rides, 
visits to downtown Chicago museums, 
building model rockets and 
flying 


kites. 


"I especially liked building the 


rocket and flying the kite," says Rob- 
ert, a seventh grader at St. Peter Lu- 
theran School, who someday wants to 
be a pilot or an astronaut. 


HIS ntlOWN eyes widen behind tho 


lenses of his eyeglasses when ho talks 
about his camping trip Downstatc this 
summer. 


"We hiked 15 miles in two days with

We canoed and went swimming. The 
neatest thing was diving off a 15-foot 
cliff into the lake," he said. 


Holton and Robert soy they don't 


think about the one-year commitment 
anymore. They ore "buddies for- 
ever," they say. 


"It means a lot to me because now I 


don't hove to do everything by my- 
self. I have a companion to talk with. 
I hove someone to help me figure out 
how something works or doesn't work 
Robert said. 


THE BIG BROTHERS program has 


come to mean even more to Mrs. Gu- 
sck, born in Austria who works now to 
support Robert and his brother An- 
drew, 3. 


"The program has made a differ- 


ence to Robert's attitude. He enjoys 
himself more and he's more outgoing 
now. It has helped me to cope with 
him better," Mrs. Gusck said. 


And Holton now spends his holidays 


with the Guseks. Thanksgiving was 
one of the best he's known In some 
time, he says, and Christmas will be 
even better.

CB patrol group dislikes 
police chief's criticism

Members of the Cook County Affil- 


iated League of Emergency Radio 
Teams (ALERT) charged this week 
that recent remarks of Mount Pros- 
pect Police Chief Ralph J. Doney 
have damaged the organization's im- 
age and have made it "very difficult" 
to form a similar group in DCS 
Plalnes. 


Doney said he stands by remarks he 


made last week that he has had 
"some problems" with ALERT mem- 
bers, although he has declined to 
specify the problems. 


Cook County ALERT, in existence 


for more than three years, and has 41 
active members that assist stranded 
motorists and communities In crowd 
control during large social events and 
emergencies. 


Jeffrey Adams, president of Cook 


County ALERT, said that Doney's re- 
marks about the group has virtually 
destroyed plans to form Citizen's On 
Patrol, a radio patrol patterned after 
the ALERT organization. 


"THEY 
(REMARKS) 
aggravated 


me quite a bit," ALERT member 
Paul Frazier said. "I've 
been in 


ALERT for a long time now. I and a 
lot of other people have a lot of mon- 
ey tied up in this thing. It's a labor of 
love." 


But Doney said he disagrees with 


the philosophy of the ALERT, which 
Ironically last year aided the forma- 
tion of Mount Prospect's Special 
Team on Patrol (STOP), a group 
which is sanctioned by Doney. 


"ALERT runs around with their 


members in uniforms, helmets and 
badges. They advertise. Our (STOP) 
members always keep a low profile 
and stay out of the way of law en- 
forcement and fire personnel," Doney 
said. 


STOP members are nothing more 


than eyes and cars for the police, Do- 
ney said, "but ALERT people want to 
get involved with things." 


ALERT, which covers the entire 


county, is based In Mount Prospect 
because tho village is centrally lo- 


cated, Adams said. 


"We don't carry weapons. We don't 


carry billy clubs or handcuffs. We do 
use hard hats at school events and we 
carry flashlight*." Adams said. "We 
have badges and a uniform because 
they're easily identifiable. Sometimes 
the uniform gives us authority we 
wouldn't normally have in street 
clothes." 


But Doney said he received unfavor- 


able feedback from local 
residents 


and from other communities on the 
activities of the ALERT members. He 
s a i d tills was one factor that 
prompted him to separate the Mount 
Prospect STOP from ALERT a few 
months ago. 


"We were together when it came to 


getting STOP off the ground. They did 
a very good job for us. Then their 
concept went out into left field and 
now we are not affiliated with them 
(ALERT) any more," Doney said. 


THE POLICE chief said he has "no 


ax to grind" with ALERT, "but we're 
not responsible for their actions in 
any way." 


Both Frazier and Adams argue that 


their ALERT program "is like a 
scouting program. We keep a team 
working together and providing public 
sen-ices." 


Both men say that their activities in 


Mount Prospect alone have probably 
saved the taxpayers "several thou- 
sand dollars many times." 


Doney said he does not like people 


confusing STOP with ALERT because 
the countywide group is not officially 
sanctioned by him. "They are two 
separate functions and they operate 
w i t h 
completely different regu- 


lations," he said. 


Some ALERT members are also in- 


volved in Mount Prospect's Emergen- 
cy Sen-ices and Disaster Agency (for- 
merly Civil Defense), a group which 
is sanctioned by the police depart- 
ment.

The bonds 
aro repaid by revenues from the in- 
dustry.

mldc. His slender feet — barefoot fcr 
the test despite sub-freezing tempera- 
tures — can do anything most hands 
can do. 


"You gotta watch your speed on the 


straightaway. You're a little too has- 
ty," warned driving inspector Salva- 


tore Mellone after he handed John his 
scorecard. "You know where you took 
>our written test? You can pick'up 
your license in there." 


A PORTSMOUTH native, John is a 


student at the Crotched Mountain Re- 
habilitation Center In Greenfield, N.H. 


"At first parallel parking was pret- 


ty hard," he said. "At first we had a 
different kind of thing on the steering 
wheel and my foot would slip off." 


He tried wearing socks with toes for 


cold-weather driving but they proved 
loo slippery. So the only thing John 


wears on his feet is a macrame brace- 
let he made himself. 


"I was born without arms," he said. 


"So I just had to adjust. That was all 
there was to It." 


"WHEN I FIRST started driving. I 


drove by a policeman and he did a 
couple of double takes," John said. 


Paul St. Pierre, John's instructor 


from Crotched .Mountain, stamped his 
feet on the cold sidewalk and waited 
as the specially-fitted red Plymouth 
rounded the last corner. When John 
get his own car, he'll have to spend 


about $30 to put in a left turn signal 
operated by the left knee and a foot- 
powered horn.

John made his own skateboard, won

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they arc in- 
vestigating reports that at least .to 
persons who received swine flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for week:!. 


The national Center for Disease 


Control said It picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as the Guillain- 
Barre' syndrome, through its own ex- 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunization program 
and reactions to the influenza vaccine. 
Hie center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join in the 
center Investigation. 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be an Increased numlxir of 
cases of Guillaln-Darrc' syndrome oc- 
curring in the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has Inltltcd a 


full investigation to assure Itself (hat 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the Illness," a spokesman 
said. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday. 54 cases of Guillaln-Barro's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," in to states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to SO 
days before onset of Illness, 21 had not 
been vaccinntd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three coses," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio. Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan. Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported In South Dakota by Ken 
Scnger, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having recci"ed the influenza vaccine. 
Senger said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Guillian- 


Barre' syndrome is not a reportable 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rotes reported do not appear to 
be significantly different from those 
expected." adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face.

DOHA. Qatar (UPIl - Saudi Ara- 


bian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamanl said Tuesday his country op- 
poses any Immediate increase In pet- 
roleum prices because world econom- 
ic recovery has not been "as strong 
as we had hoped." 


Y a m a n I' s surprising statement 


threw an Immediate note of drama 
Into the meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
where other delegates are seeking an 
increase of 10 to 23 per cent. 


Tho meeting opens Wednesday amid 


security so strong that it has turned 
the Gulf Hotel, site of the conference, 
into a virtual armed camp in an effort 
to prevent a repetition of the guerrilla 
attack on OPEC's headquarters in 
Vienna a year ago. 


SAUDI ARABIA, the world's third 


largest oil producer and the most 


powerful voice at the conference, had 
been expected to Insist on a moderate • 
10 per cent Increase at most. 


But Yamani said, "I never insisted 


on a 10 per cent maximum and never 
said I had expected 10 per cent. Our 
position was for a reasonable increase 
if the others Insisted, taking into con- 
sideration there was a strong econom- 
ic recovery at that time. 


"However, In the last month the re- 


covery was not as strong as we had 
hoped. Therefore we have changed 
our position, to freeze the price for 
the next six months." 


Yamani was asked if this was his 


final word. He replied: "It is our posi- 
tion today and we will do our best to 
convince the other members with our 
views — but we never in the past took 
a position we will not change, even if 
we think it Is a very strong position." 


OPEC DECISIONS must be unani- 


mous. Yamonl's statement appeared 
to foretell a hard-fought debate at the 
conference, where price increase de- 
mands range up to 25 per cent. But 
the prevailing impression appeared to 
be for an increase of 10 per cent or 
less, If Saudi Arabia agrees to go 
along with other countries.

Robert Gusek's father died three 


years ago just when the youngster 
needed him the most. 


He was just beginning to grow up 


and there was a whole world to learn 
about, modern math to tackle and 
kites to fly. 


Robert, 12, of Hoffman Estates, 


might have had to do all that alone If 
it were not for Art Holton, a stranger 
three times his age, who cared 
enough to be his "big brother." 


ROBERT IS Is like many suburban 


youngsters' reared by single parents. 
Divorce, desertion and death are as 
prevalent in the suburbs as in the big 
cities, Myrna Roscngard, Northwest 
suburban coordinator for Big Brothers 
of Metropolitan Chicago, said. 


"There are a lot of fatherless boys 


out here who need guidance and a 
positive male influence in their lives. 
We are finding out about more chil- 
dren every day who would like to bo 
In the program. Now, we ore just 
looking for big brothers to match 
them up with," she said. 


Big Brothers has matched 50 young- 


sters and adults since beginning a 
program In the Northwest 
suburbs 


two years ago. There arc 310 matches 
In Cook and DuPagc counties, Ms. 
Rosengard said. 


BUT THERE IS a waiting list of 125 


suburban youngsters and 400 through- 
out the Chicago area who need and 
want a big brother, she said.

You both know you're being 
brought together to help each other 
out and make a relationship work. 
But we were relaxed and got along 
just fine from the start," Holton said. 


There's been a constant flurry of 


activity ever since — bicycle rides, 
visits to downtown Chicago museums, 
building model rockets and flying 
kites. 


"I especially 
liked building the 


rocket and flying the kite," says Rob- 
ert, a seventh grader at St. Peter Lu- 
theran School, who someday wants to 
be a pilot or an astronaut. 


HIS BROWN eyes widen behind the 


lenses of his eyeglasses when he talks 
about his camping trip Downstate this 
summer. 


"We hiked 15 miles in two days with 


only compasses, maps and backpacks. 
We canoed and went swimming. The 
neatest thing was diving off a 15-foot 
cliff into the lake," he said. 


Holton and Robert say they don't 


think about the one-year commitment 
anymore. They are "buddies for- 
ever," they say. 


"It means a lot to me because now I 


don't have to do everything by my- 
self. I have a companion to talk with. 
I have someone to help me figure out 
how something works or doesn't work 
Robert said. 


THE BIG BROTHERS program has 


come to mean even more to Mrs. Gu- 
sek, born in Austria who works now to 
support Robert and his brother An- 
drew, 3. 


"The program has made a differ- 


ence to Robert's attitude. He enjoys 
himself more and he's more outgoing 
now. It has helped me to cope with 
him better," Mrs. Gusek said. 


And Holton now spends his holidays 


with the Guseks. Thanksgiving was 
one of the best he's known in somo 
time, he says, and Christmas will be 
even better.

Brothers can call the Chicago Big 
Brothers office or its newest branch 
in the Northwest Opportunity Center, 
410 N. Arlington Heights Rd., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


"We have a new Big Sisters pro-

arms, a victim of the drug thalido- 
midc. His slender feet — barefoot for

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they arc in- 
vestigating reports that at least .10 
persons who received swine flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks 


The national Center for Disease 


Control said it picked up 
7 reports of 


the paralysis, known as the Guillain- 
Bnrrc' syndrome, through its own ex- 
tensive (lu surveillance network which 
monitors the Immunization program 
and reactions to the influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked lo join in the 
center investigation. 


The center said (here was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be an Increased number of 
cases of Guillain-H.nrre' syndrome oc- 
curring In the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has inititcd a 


full Investigation to assure itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the Illness," a spokesman 
bald. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday, 54 cases of Gutllain-Barru's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," In 10 stales have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to 30 
days before onset of Illness, 21 had not 
been vaccinatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown In three cases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported in South Dakota by Ken 
Sengcr, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the influenza vaccine. 
Scnger said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


TIlC CENTER SAID the Giiillian- 


Barrc' syndrome is not a reportablc 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear lo 
be significantly different from those 
expected," adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. Tho 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face. 


Saudi Arabia to oppose 
OPEC oil price increase 


DOHA, Qatar (UPI) - Saudi Ara- 


bian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yamanl said Tuesday his country op- 
poses any immediate increase in pet- 
roleum prices because world econom- 
ic recovery has not been "as strong 
as we had hoped." 


Y a m a n i' s surprising statement 


threw an immediate note of drama 
into the meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
where other delegates arc seeking an 
increase of 10 to 25 per cent. 


The meeting opens Wednesday amid 


security so strong that It has turned 
the Gulf Hotel, site of the conference, 
into a virtual armed camp In an effort 
to prevent a repetition of the guerrilla 
attack on OPEC's headquarters in 
Vienna a year ago. 


SAUDI ARABIA, the world's third 


largest oil producer and the most 


powerful voice at the conference, had 
been expected to insist on a moderate 
10 per cent increase at most. 


But Yamani said, "I never insisted 


on a 10 per cent maximum and never 
said I had expected 10 per cent. Our 
position was for a reasonable increase 
if the others Insisted, taking into con- 
sideration there was a strong econom- 
ic recovery at that time. 


"However, in the last month the re- 


covery was not as strong as we had 
hoped. Therefore we have changed 
our position, to freeze the price for 
the next six months " 


Yamani was asked if this was his 


final word. He replied: "It is our posi- 
tion today and we will do our best to 
convince the other members with our 
views — but we never in the post took 
a position we will not change, even if 
we think It is a very strong position." 


OPEC DECISIONS must be unani- 


mous. Yamani's statement appeared 
to foretell a hard-fought debate at the 
conference, where price increase de- 
mands range up to 25 per cent But 
the prevailing impression appeared to 
be for an increase of 10 per cent or 
less, if Saudi Arabia agrees to go 
along with other countries. 


Yamani's view conflicted with a 


statement by Qatar's oil minister 
Sheikh Abdel Aziz Khalifa Al Thanl 
earlier Tuesday, who said the West 
has Ignored "crystal clear" warnings 
to cut its inflation rates and that an 
increase in petroleum prices is essen- 
tial. 


Even a 10 per cent increase in the 


price of oil — the current rate is 
$11 51 a barrel — would add $12 billion 
to the world's annual fuel bills.

"some problems" with ALERT mem- 
bers, although he has declined to 
specify the problems. 


Cook County ALERT, in existence 


for more than three years, and has 41 
active members that assist stranded 
motorists and communities In crowd 
control during large social events and 
emergencies. 


.Jeffrey Adams, president of Cook 


County ALERT, said that Doncy's re- 
marks about the group has virtually 
destroyed plans to form Citizen's On 
Patrol, a radio patrol patterned after 
the ALERT organization. 


"THEY 
(HKMAKKS) aggravated 


me quite a bit." ALERT member 
Paul Frazicr said. "I've been In 
ALERT for a long time now. I and a 
lot of other people have a lot of mon- 
ey tied up in this thing. It's a labor of 
love." 


But Doncy said he disagrees with 


the philosophy of the ALERT, which 
ironically la»t year aided the forma- 
tion of Mount Prospect's Special 
Team on Patrol (STOP), a group 
u hich is sanctioned by Doncy. 


•'ALERT runs around with their 


members in uniforms, helmets and 
badges. They advertise. Our (STOP) 
members always keep a low profile 
and stay out of the way of law en- 
forcement and fire personnel," Doney 
said. 


STOP members are nothing more 


than eyes and cars for the police, Do- 
ncy said, "but ALERT people want to 
get involved with things." 


AI,l-:tlT, which covers the entire 


county, is based in Mount Prospect 
because the village is centrally lo- 
cated, Adams said. 


"We don't carry weapons. We don't 


carry billy clubs or handcuffs. We do 
use hard hats at school events and we 
carry flashlights," Adams said. "We 
have badges and a uniform because 
they're easily Identifiable. Sometimes 
the uniform gives us authority we 
wouldn't normally have in street 
clothes." 


But Doncy said he received unfavor-

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they arc in- 
vestigating report* that at least .to 
persons who received swine flu shots 
Inter developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks. 


The national Center for Disease 


Control .said it picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as the Guillain- 
Uarrc' syndrome, through its own ex- 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the Immunization program 
and reactions to the influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join in Ihc 
center investigation. 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination nnd that there did not ap- 
pear to be an Increased number of 
cases of Gulllaln-Barre' syndrome oc- 
curring In the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has inltltcd a 


full investigation to assure itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the Illness," a spokesman 
suld. 


THE CENTER SAID that as o( 


Tuesday, 54 cases of Guillain-Barrc's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," In 10 states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been'vaccinated from one day to 30 
days before onset of illness, 21 had not 
been vncclnatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three cases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported In South Dakota by Ken 
Senger, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the influenza vaccine. 
Senger said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Guillian- 


Bnrre' syndrome is not a reportable 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear lo 
be significantly different from those 
expected," adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face.

Control said it picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as the Guillain- 
Uarrc' syndrome, through Us own ex- 
tensKe flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunization program 
and reactions to the Influenza vaccine. 
The center sold state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join in the 
center investigation, 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported case's to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be an increased number of 
cases of Gulllain-Barrc' syndrome oc- 
curring in the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has inititcd a 


full investigation to assure Itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the Illness," a spokesman 
said.

Till-: CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday, 34 cases of Guillain-Barrc's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," in 10 stoles have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to r.O 
days before onset of illness, 21 had not 
been vaccinatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three coses," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland.

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health 


officials said Tuesday they arc In- 
vestigating reports that at least no 
persons who received swine flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks. 


The national Center for Disease 


Control said it picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as tho Guillain- 
Barrc' syndrome, through its own e.v 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunization program 
and reactions to the Influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join in the 
center investigation. 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence to link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear tn be an Increased number of 
cases of Guillain-Barre' syndrome oc- 
curring in the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has inilitcd a 


full investigation to assure itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the Illness," a spokesman 
said. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday, 54 cases of Guillain-B<irre's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," in 10 states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to 30 
days before onset of illness, 21 had nut 
been vaccinatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three cases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported in South Dakota by Ken 
Sengcr, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program in that state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the influenza vaccine. 
Sengcr said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of the re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Guillian- 


Bat re' syndrome is not a rcportable 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear to 
be significantly different from those 
expected," adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel."

acterized by symmetric weakness in 
the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness in the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and diminished reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face.

Last season 191 park district teen- 


agers purchased passes. 


Through the direction of the park 


commissioners. Director Fred Hall 
three weeks ago presented a fee 
schedule that would eliminate all sea- 
son passes and raise daily fees for 
golfers at the public course.

tore Mellone after he handed John his 
scorecard.

A PORTSMOUTH native, John is a

Center probes paralysis-flu shot connection 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Federal health, 


officials said Tuesday they arc in- 
vestigating reports that at least M 
persons who received swine flu shots 
later developed a paralysis which 
sometimes persists for weeks. 


The national Center for Disease 


Control said It picked up reports of 
the paralysis, known as (he Guillain- 
Uarrc' syndrome, through its own ex- 
tensive flu surveillance network which 
monitors the immunizatlofi program 
and reactions to the Influenza vaccine. 
The center said state health depart- 
ments were being asked to join in the 
center investigation. 


The center said there was no evi- 


dence lo link the reported cases to 
vaccination and that there did not ap- 
pear to be an Increased number of 
cases of Gulllain-Barre' syndrome oc- 
curring In the country. 


"Nevertheless, center has initited a 


full investigation to assure itself that 
no relationship exists between vacci- 
nation and the illness." a spokesman 
said. 


THE CENTER SAID that as of 


Tuesday. 54 cases of Gullloln-Bdrro's 
syndrome, known as "ascending par- 
alysis," in 10 states have been report- 
ed. 


"Thirty of these individuals had 


been vaccinated from one day to so 
days before onset of illness, 21 had not 
been vaccinatd and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three cases," it 
said. 


The 10 states reporting cases of par- 


alysis were Colorado, New Jersey, 
Alabama, Minnesota, Ohio, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 


In addition, three suspected cases 


were reported in South Dakota by Ken 
Scnger, coordinator of the swine flu 
immunization program m that .state. 


Only one of the three was listed as 
having received the influenza vaccine. 
Senger said only a handful of people 
were involved and that the inoculation 
program in South Dakota was not 
being suspended because of tiie re- 
ported cases of paralysis. 


THE CENTER SAID the Giulliun- 


Barre' syndrome is not a reportablc 
disease and that its true prevalence 
in this country is not known. But it 
said that based on limited studies, 
"the rates reported do not appear to 
be significantly different from those 
expected," adding that "the military 


services have reported no increase in 
the increase of Gullian-Barre' syn- 
drome among active duty personnel." 


According to the center, the illness 


is an infrequent, poorly understood 
and usually non-fatal condition char- 
acterized by symmetric weakness in 
•the limbs, loss of sensation, dimin- 
ished reflexes and sometimes more 
severe paralysis. It said the disease 
usually begins as a rapidly developing 
weakness m the legs, with loss of sen- 
sation and dimmrhed reflexes. The 
hands and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face. 


Saudi Arabia to oppose 
OPEC oil price increase 


DOHA, Qatar (UPI) — Saudi Ara- 


bian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki 
Yumanl said Tuesday his country op- 
poses any immediate increase In pet- 
roleum prices because world econom- 
ic recovery has not been "as strong 
as we had.hoped." 


Y a m a n I' s surprising statement 


threw an immediate note of drama 
into the meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
where other delegates are seeking an 
increase of 10 to 23 per cent. 


The meeting opens Wednesday amid 


security so strong that it has turned 
the Gulf Hotel, site of the conference, 
into a virtual armed camp In on effort 
to prevent a repetition of the guerrilla 
attack on OPEC's headquarters In 
Vienna a year ago. 


SAUDI ARABIA, the world's third 


largest oil producer and the most 


powerful voice at the conference, had 
been expected to insist on a moderate 
10 per cent Increase at most. 


But Yamanl said, "I never insisted 


on a 10 per cent maximum and never 
said I had expected 10 per cent. Our 
position was for a reasonable Increase 
if the others insisted, taking into con- 
sideration there was a strong econom- 
ic recovery at that time. 


"However, in the last month the re- 


cover}' was not as strong as we had 
hoped. Therefore we have changed 
our position, to freeze the price for 
the next six months." 


Yamanl was asked if this was his 


final word. He replied: "It is our posi- 
tion today and we will do our best to 
convince the other members with our 
views — but we never in the past took 
a position we will not change, even If 
we think it Is a very strong position." 


OPEC DECISIONS must be unani- 


mous. Yamaiii's statement appeared 
to foretell a hard-fought debate at the 
conference, where price increase de- 
mands range up to 25 per cent. But 
(he ,-rcvailing impression appeared to 
be h>r an increase, of 10 per cent or 
less, if Saudi Arabia agrees lo go 
along with other countries. 


Yamani's view conflicted with a 


statement- by Qatar's oil minister 
Sheikh Abdel Aziz Khalifa AI Thsni 
earlier Tuesday, who said the West 
has ignored "crystal clear" warnings 
to cut Its inflation rates and that an 
increase in petroleum prices is essen- 
tial. 


Even a 10 per cent increase in the 


price of oil — the current rate Is 
$11.51 a barrel — would add $12 billion 
to the world's annual fuel bills.

Condo water rate plan 'equitable' 


A plan that would reduce water 


costs of village condominium apart- 
ment owners was called "equitable" 
Tuesday by a spokesman for the Con- 
domlum Homeowners Assn. of Mount 
Prospect. 


'It seems to me it will be an equi- 


table stance they're going to take on 
the water rates," said CHAMP coor- 
dinator Phillip Buriegl. "We'll have to 
take a closer look at it when we ac- 
tually start to get billed on our con- 
sumption. But to my way of thinking 
at this point we feel It's a fair 
charge." 


Under the 
new proposal, con- 


dominium apartment owners would be 
charged for water at the same rate as 
single-family homeowners. Currently, 
they are charged a higher rate as 
large users because several units ore 
included on the same water meter. 


A TWO-MONTH VILLAGE water 


system study by Fletcher Engineering 
Co., Des Plalncs, concluded that the 
m e t e r s currently used In con- 


dominium complexes record water us- 
age equivalent to nine single-family 
homes. Condominium owners will bt 
charged on that basis, rather than as 
one, large water user. 


The study was prompted earlier this 


year after complaint? from con- 
dominium apartment owners con- 
tending they were unfairly charged 
the highest rates under a sliding rate 
structure imposed last May. New 
rates then were adopted as a con- 
servation measure where users 
in- 


tentionally were billed more based on 
the amount of water they consumed. 


As a result, condominium' apart- 


ment owners, billed on master meters 
used collectively by several housing 
units, saw as much as 60 per cent in- 
creases in their water bills. The aver- 
age residential water customer real- 
ized about a 20 per cent Increase. 


"IT'S GRATIFYING TO me to see 


they knocked out that escalating fea- 
ture," Buriegl said. "That was our 
principle objection. We're aware of 


the fact the village needs more reve- 
nue. We were not upset with a rate 
increase per se but it was dis- 
criminatory. We're in pretty good 
shape now." 


The village board earlier this week 


supported recommendations by the 
Fletcher study calling for a $9 per 
quarter increase for the average resi- 
dential water user in Mount Prospect 
from $28 to $37. The company's find- 
ings were based on the village's fu- 


ture needs In light of its currently 
dwindling water supply. Among Flet- 
cher's suggested alternative 
water 


sources for the village are the acquisi- 
tion of Citizens Utilities Co. lines and 
M o u n t Prospect's cost of the 
SHARED pipeline to Lake Mich- 
igan. 


The village board Is expected 


to set the rates during budget hear- 
ings for the next fiscal year which be- 
gins May 1.

Brothers fill void for fatherless kids

Robert Gusck's father died Ihrce 


years ago jtut when the youngster 
needed him the most. 


He was ju.it beginning to grow up 


and there was a whole world to learn 
about, modem math to tackle and 
kites to fly. 


Robert. 13. of Hoffman Estates, 


might have had to do all that alono If 
It were not for Art Ilolton, a stranger 
three times his age, who cared 
cnnusli to be his "big brother." 


HOIIKHT IS Is like many suburban 


youngsters reared by single parents. 
Divorce, desertion and death are as 
prevalent in the suburbs as in the big 
cities, Myrna Roscngard, Northwest 
suburban coordinator for Big Brothers 
of Metropolitan Chicago, said. 


"There arc a Int of fatherless boys 


out here ulio need guidance and a 
positive male influence In their lives. 
Wo are finding nut about more chil- 
dren every (by who would like to be 
In the program. Now, wo arc just 
looking for big brothers to match 
them up with," slio said. 


Big Brothers has matched 50 young- 


sters and adults since beginning a 
program In the Northwest suburbs 
two years ago. There arc 310 matches 
In Conk and DuPage counties, Ms. 
Rmcngard said. 


HUT TIIKItK IS a waiting list of 125 


suburban youngsters and 400 through- 
nut the Chicago area who need and 
want a big brother, she said. 


Dig Brothers must bo at least 18 


ye.irs old and agree to visit with n 
little brother for several hours each 


week for a year. 


The idea of being a companion and 


friend to a young boy was appealing 
to Ilolton, 32, Pork Ridge, a bachelor 
who lives along. 


"I I.IKEI) the Idea of being able to 


help develop another Individual," he 
said. "I had some pretty wild times 
when I was a youth and I could have 
used some direction." 


Ilolton learned about Big Brothers 


from a television advertisement. An 
aunt who was familiar with the pro- 
gram encouraged him to apply. 


Big and little brother applicants are 


interviewed by caseworkers who at- 
tempt to match participants accord- 
Ing to their common interests, back- 
ground and geographic proximity. 


011 i Gusck, Robert's mother, 


learned about Big Brothers through a 
friend whose son Is in the program. 


SIIK MADE her first inquiry in 


January, and by March Ilolton and 
Robert were matched. 


"That first meeting was n little 


strange. You both know you're being 
brought together to help each other 
out and make n relationship work. 
But we were relaxed and got along 
Just fine from the start," Ilolton said. 


There's been a constant flurry of 


activity ever since — bicycle rides, 
visits to downtown Chicago museums, 
building model rockets and flying 
kites. 


"I especially liked building the 


rocket and flying the kite," says Rob- 
ert, a seventh grader at St. Peter Lu- 
theran School, who someday wants to 
be a pilot or an astronaut.
